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"All vacancies in offices in any city of tliis State arising from or 
created by any other cause than expiration of term of office shall be 
filled for the unexpired term only." 

The court decided that in the instant case the fixation of the term 
of office related to the particular incumbent and was not attached to 
the office itself. Therefore, Avhen Hagen resigned there was no 
unexpired term left to be filled as required by tlie above-quoted 
statutory provision and Clay was held to be entitled to the office.
